—Scalloped Codfish.—Mix together 


two teacups of mashed potatoes, 1J tea- 
cups of cold boiled codfish, 2J teacups 
of milk, one half egg and one quarter 
of a teacup of butter, bake a light 
brown. 


—A good way to warm over cold 


boiled potatoes is to chop them—not 
too fine—heat some butter in a frying- 
pan and put the potatoes in.

CARE OF FARM TEAMS. 


E'en Hours' Labor a Fair Day's Work foi 


Man or Beast. 


My theory is that a horse, like a man, 


9 not injured by reasonable labor 
hat he should perform that laboj 
when the business of the farm demand* 
t, and, lastly, that tlie comfort ot thi 
amily shall not be sacrificed to pan* 
>er any animal on the premises. So 
nuch for theoi'y; now for practice. 


I believe that ten hours of labor in 


he field are enough for men or horses, 
nd even in harvest I and my men 
eave the field at six. A five o'clock 
upper and a rush of work in the "cool 
of the day" will do more to break 
town men and teams than any other 
>ractice of the farm, 


During the working season I feed 
rom four to six quarts of oats, accord- 
ng to the size of the horse, and the 
>est hay I have—all he wants, if he is 
not a glutton. 
1 aim to keep him in 


good flesh, but not fat. 


Here is a programme of a day in 


summer: Fed at 5:15 a. m. with oats 
and hay; then groomed. 
Leave for 


the field at 6:30, receiving water, of 
course. Leave the field at 11:30; al- 
owed some drink and, if warm, the 
harness is removed and the necks are 
washed. 
The horses are then fed a 


small allowance of hay, and after our 
own dinner, or about 12:30, they have 
their oats. 
The teams leave for the 


ield at one, receiving water if desired, 
and remain till six. On coming again 
to the barn, the same care is given 
as at noon, the grain being fed after 
our own supper, when they are rubbed 
off and left for the night. 
The morn- 


ng, noon and night feeds of hay are 
n about the proportion of two, one 
ind three 
i cspcctively, and it is 


ntended thati-.ich shall be eaten clean. 


It will be seen that I keep a horse 


tor his wotk, and work means with me 
ten hours of labor. I never hurry or 
worry, nor do I allow long stops, if 
the weather is oppressive, or the work 
very severe, I give rests short and fre- 
quent, taking care to raise the collars 
from the necks. The article I criticised 
said a horse should work from sunrise 
till noon; then no more till after four 
o'clock, evidently seoking the "cool of 
the day." 
Thus we lose the animals' 


labor in the most valuable part of the 
day; 
besides the forenoon is too long, 


and few horses could endure the work. 
As I work teams, the horses endure the 
afternoon fully a? well as the forenoon. 


I will say, in defense of my system, 


that it does not subject a horse to great 
physical strain; nor is there the conse- 
quent danger arising from overfeeding. 
I never lost ahorse, and mine are never 
sick. Often m winter, with little work, 
I change the diet to corn with corn 
fodder or oat straw. 
In brief, I aim 


to treat my horses well, give them all 
they need to eat, comfortable quarters 
and good care; but I do not conduct 
the farm for their benefit, nor dedicate 
our lives to their pampering.—E. Da- 
venport, in Bural New Yorker.

submitted to the wise precaution without 
objection. The marshal and prisoner 
then proceeded to the depot and took 
the Wabash train for Monticello, where 
Mounce was arraigned for the murder of 
Spear.

The Sisters' Hospital. 


The management of St. Mary's Hos- 


pital state that unless eome substantial 
aid is given them by the city, county or 
public, the property will have to be sold 
and the 10 Sisters who have cared for the 
sick of the community for several years, 
•will have to go to other cities. The hos- 
pital is compelled to pay water rent, in- 
surance and taxes, and will be called 
upon soon to put up big money for street 
paving assessments, unless the Sisters 
are in some manner relievoil of that ex- 
pense. Some people believe that the 
hospital r a money making institution. 
It ia nothing of the sort. It is a charita- 
ble and worthy institution, one that 
should not be allowed to close up under 
any circumstances. During 1887 there 
were 138 persons admitted to the hos- 
pital, of which number 68 did not con- 
tribute or donate a penny for board, core 
or medicine. These 68 wore cared for as 
if they paid a reasonable donation, and 
they were taken in with the full knowl- 
edge that they had no means. The re- 
mainder of the 138 inmates paid an aver- 
age of 91 to 81.25 per week during their 
stay, for board, nursing and medicine—a 
very small coat indeed for skilled atten- 
tion. The sisters received in cash from 
all sources during 1887, just 81,203.20, 
quite an insignificant sum, when it 
is known that that was all they hud to 
pay for fuel, groceries, lights, clothing, 
insurance, taxes, water rent, drugs nnd 
various other expenses. This statement 
is due the worthy sisters. They are con- 
stantly doing a noble work in the com- 
munity, but of course the institution can 
not be kept up without money. They 
never make any charges, but will grate- 
fully, receive donations. 
Something 


should be done for the hospital without 
further delay. Decatur cannot get along 
without it. Ons friend suggests that it 
should be relieved of taxes, and given 
annual donations of 8300 to 8500 by the 
city and county.

The majority of those who imagine they 


have an invention that will prove practical, 
labor under an impression that it 19 designed 
to utilize the power of the falls of Niagara 
and to convey thut power, by electricity or 
some other moans, twenty-two miles to Buf- 
falo. This is not the case, so far as this par- 
ticular invention is concerned and for which 
the prize of $100,000 is offered. What is 
wanted is simply an invention that will har- 
ness the power in the Niagara river, which 
(lows past the docks of Buffalo at a speed of 
seven or eight miles uii hour. 


Tho simplest and apparently the most prac- 


tical device that has been submitted for con- 
sideration is that of which diagrams are 
given below. 
It consists of a series of fan wheels of pro- 


gt-psMVD diameters, arranged at regular dis- 
burses on a common shaft, which is suspended 
in a long tunnel or railway, into which tho 
imrrent of tho river is directed. The wheels 
lire set perpendicular to the current and re- 
coives'its full force, exerting an enormous 
power. At regular intervals along the shaft 
are gear wheels, which convey tho power by 
means of chain belts to fly wheels suspended 
nti derricks overhead.

Of course, this is only one oil numberless 


plans whoso value is yet to b» tested. Each 
correspondent receives a circular letter from 
tlie promoters of the enterprise, stating that

be devised, while at the same time the great- 
est possible power is secured. These gentle- 
men nro very quiet, but, when the offer of tho 
subscribers to the prize fund takes definite 
bUap«, they may bo looked for with practical

Will the Bemoeratto Party Nominal* 


Him for Vice Prmrtdent? 


[Special Correspondence ] 


IKWANAFOI4B, Feb. 7.-Isaac P Gray, the 


governor of Indiana, and who has been 
pronunently mentioned in «ome quarters as a 
possible candidate on the Democratic ticket 
with Mr. Cleveland-, cornel from good stock. 
Hta ancestor* did not come over to the May- 
flower, but they did the next beet thing, they 
crossed the ocean with Wfflian Fena His 
great-grandfather, who was with the great 
proprietor of Penniylvania, served from 1682 
to IBM as a member of the assembly of the 
colony, and wa» a itaach adherent of Penn 
and his peculiar form of religion. The family 
remained in the Keystone state for nearly 
two centuries, where the future governor 
was bora. In 1838 his father removed with 
his family to Ohio, where young Gray grew 
to manhood. He obtained a fair education 
and chose the law as bis profession. When 
he was ready to enter upon the active prac- 
tice of his chosen profession, he began to look 
around for a location, and finally settled at 
Union City, Ind., which has remained hia 
home until now. He was residing there when 
the war brolce out 
He tendered his ser- 
vices to Governor 
Morton, and was 
appointed 
colonel 


of the Fourth In- 
diana cavalry. 
After 
a 
few 


months of service 
he resigned, but in 
1864 again entered 
the army as com- 
mander of the One 
Hundred 
and 


Forty-seventh in- 
fantry. This reffi- 
ISAAC p GEAT. 


meut was raised 
for 100 days, and on the expiration of tho 
f.imo he again retired. 


From early youth be had been an ardent 


student of politics and had taken an activo 
part in the local campaigns, espousing the 
cause of the Republicans. For many years 
before the war, and during that trying 
period, the old Sixth district of Indiana hod 
been represented in the national congress by 
Hon. 
George W. Julian, who was one of the 


earliest nnd most bitter opponents of slavery. 
During his long term a bitter opposition had 
sprung up against him in his own party, and 
in I860 Col. Gray was chosen as the leader 
of the faction that tried to wrest the "burnt 
district" from the grasp of the gifted Julian, 
He ran for congress as the candidate of that 
faction, but it was not until some years later 
that Julian was finally retired. In 1868 
Gray was sent to the state senate, and there 
being no lieutenant governor he wa» elected 
president pro tern, ot that body. It was one 
of the most exciting sessions of the legisla- 
ture that had ever been known. It was at a 
time when the question of ratifying the 
Fifteenth amendment to the Federal constitu- 
tion was pending. 
The Democrats were 


Eolidly opposed to the ratification, and the 
sessions of each house were very turbulent, 
and many times it looked as if the bitterness 
ol spirit would lead to physical strife. 
The coolest man in either house, and 
tbo 
only 
one who 
did 
not 
lose 


his head, was the president pro tern, of 
the senate. It waa his first legislative ex- 
perience, and it was a stormy introduction 
into public life. Finally, to prevent the Re- 
publicans from passing the ratifying act, the 
Democratic members resigned in a body. 
Writs for a new election were issued, and • 
special session was called. Again the Demo- 
crats sent their resignations to the governor, 
but before that official notified the senate of 
their reception the act was called up in that 
body for final action. The Democratic mem- 
bers arose and attempted to leave the hall for 
the purpose of breaking a quorum, but the 
presiding officer promptly ordered the doors 
locked. 
The recalcitrant senators then 


claimed that they had sent their resignations 
to Uie governor, but Mr. Gray was ready for 
that also, and held that as the senate had not 
been officially notified of such action, and as 
they were there in their seats the resignations 
were of no effect. It was by this means that 
a vote was finally taken amid the wildest con- 
fusion, and Indiana went on record as having 
ratified the Fifteenth amendment. 


He remained in good fellowship with the 


Republicans until 1872, in the meantime hav- 
ing been appointed and affirmed as consul to 
St. Thomas, which he declined. 
In. 1872, 


having become dissatisfied with his party, he 
went as a delegate at large to the convention 
of the Liberal Republicans, and assisted in 
the nomination of Mr. Greeley. He was ap- 
pointed a member of the national committee. 
Shortly after his return from the convention 
he identified himself with the Democrats, and 
was a candidate for nomination as one of 
the congressmen at large, but failed. Two 
years later he was a candidate before the 
Democratic convention for attorney general, 
was again unsuccessful, but two years later he 
was nominated for lieutenant governor on 
the ticket with Mr. Williams. Hia party 
was successful, and in 1877 he again entered 
upon his duties as president of the senate. 
He at once, by the sheer force of character, 
became the leader of his party. About three 
months before the expiration of his term of 
office Governor Williams died and Mr. Gray 
succeeded to the place. He was at that tima 
again a candidate for lieutenant governor, 
having come very near receiving the nomi- 
nation for the first place on the ticket, which 
was given to Hon. Franklin Landers. 


During the campaign of 1880 Mr. Gray 


made a thorough canvass of the state, and 
such was his power of organizing his friends 
in bis own behalf that he was defeated only 
by a majority of 4,700, while the head of the 
ticket went down with a majority against 
him of 6,1)00. So greatly had be won the 
confidence ot his party, when the legislature 
met in 1881 he was chosen by the party cau- 
cus as it candidate for the senate to succeed 
Mr. McDonald. This was considered as a re- 
markable triumph, as Senator McDonald 
was supposed to enjoy the confidence of bis 
party associates in a high degree, and was 
anxious for tba party indorsement conveyed 
by the nomination. The legislature being 
Republican, is a matter of course Governor 
Gray wa» defeated, hut he bad the compli- 
ment 
In 18M be was nominated for bis 


present position «nd elected by a majority 
considerably larger than that received by 
Mr. Cleveland on the same day.

THE 
JUGGLER'S WAND. 


How an Eastern Maelclan Destroyed Dog» 


In a Surprising Way. 


In Batavia a Pavsee juggler treated 


the Dutch residents to a novel matun- 
za, or killing show, in the circus of the 
old city bull-ring. 


His victims were a number of worth- 


less curs which their owners or captors 
had brought along with the distinct 
understanding that their entries would 
not survive the incidents of the per- 
formance. With no weapon hut a light 
stick (possibly a tube), some six feet 
long by an inch in diameter, the per- 
former entered the arena, and then in- 
vited his patrons to start their pets, 
one at ft time. A lunk hound, almost 
hairless with rnangr, opened the fes 
tivities by making a rush round the 
ring, but stopped short on finding hta 
•way barred by the still lanker pro- 
fessor, and retreated after displaying 
his few remaining teeth. The necro- 
mancer held his staff at arm's length, 
still facing the dog, who presently be- 
gan to stagger, and two minutes after 
had expired in convulsions. A second 
cuv managed to run the blockade by 
leaping over the extended staff, but 
soon after began to show signs of dis- 
tress, and before the end of the third 
minute had shaved the fate ot his pre- 
decessor. Dog after dog entered the 
ring in quick succession, some of them 
stopping in surprise and sniffing at the 
corpses of their doomed forerunners, 
but all finally approached the possessor 
of the fatal secret, or even snapped 
at his naked shins, anil not one 
of the one thousand spectators saw 
him 
strike 
a 
direct 
blow, 
or 


defend himself in nny way suggesting 
a mechanical explanation of the uni- 
form result. He would merely lift his 
staff with a menacing gesture or per- 
mit a blockade-runner to touch it in 
darting by, but in no instance was 
there occasion for repeating that touch. 
The victims had hardly time to com- 
plete the circuit of the ring before 
their gait underwent a peculiar change; 
they would drag themselves along and 
stagger, or start as under a suddeu 
blow, then roll over and die in the 
convulsions characterizing the effects 
of certain virulent drugs. 
They had 


evidently been poisoned; but how? A 
post mortem inquest failed to reveal as 
much as a scratch or a puncture. A 
poisoned arrow could not hnve entirely 
disappeared, while u gaseous poison 
would have betrayed itself by its odot 
or by its effects on the person of the 
performer. 
After the conclusion of the 


matanza Mr. Gersteoker secured a pri- 
vate interview with the artist, and in 
vain offered him a liberal inducement 
to explain the modus operand! of his 
trick. The Parsee seemed bribe-proof, 
but at last took his tempter aside and 
in a whisper guaranteed the results of
